

VOCU - the royal borough- 
funded unit set up to fight 
violent and organised 
crime - has been praised for 
its role in the latest fall in 
crime across Greenwich. 

Latest figures released by 
police last week show a six 
per cent fall in crime over the 
last year with burglary and 
robbery at a 12-year low. 

Local MET chiefs say 
VOCU is playing a major 
role because its dedicated 
team of uniformed and non 
uniformed officers are able 
to concentrate on specialist 
operations and investigations 
to secure solid convictions. 
Borough Commander Richard 


Wood said the reduction 
had come about through a 
renewed focus on serious 
violent crime. “The fall in 
crime in Royal Greenwich 
comes not only from the hard 
work of police but with the 
valued work of our partners 
and our relationship with the 
community,” he said. 

Since its launch in 2008, the 
council has invested £2. 7m to 
tackle serious violence with 
the focus on gangs, firearms 
and drugs. 

This has resulted in: 

• More than 310 gang member 
arrests 

• 259 convictions with more

crime by 44 per cent. 

Police say residential burglary is down 
by 15.8 per cent, with 275 fewer burglaries 
compared with the same period the 
previous year while robbery is down by 27.7 
per cent. 

Police stats also show theft of motor 
vehicles is down by 11% while theft from 
motor vehicles is also down by 11%. 

Mr Wood added: “We have increased our 
focus on proactive policing around these 
kind of offences. Specialist officers respond 
to all allegations of robbery across the

THE borough will be 
getting a new Mayor 
tomorrow evening 

(Wednesday May 22), when 
Cllr Angela Cornforth is 
sworn in at a ceremony at 
Woolwich Town Hall. 

She is a teacher and 
represents Plumstead ward 
on the council, where she 
has served previously as its 
deputy leader. 

Hanging up his chain after a 
busy year in office as Mayor is 
Cllr David Grant. He told GT: 
“It’s been a very exciting and 
full time and quite hard work. 
My wife Ann and I have both 
been retired for 15 years so it 
was a big change for us, and 
meant lots of early starts. But 


it’s been great fun. We enjoyed 
receiving many people from 
around the world during the 
Olympics, including those 
from our twin towns. 

“I used to tend to think that 
mayors were people who just 
drove around in large cars. But 
I feel differently now. I think 
it’s important for a mayor to 
connect with the people in the 
borough and their children. 
People do like to see the mayor 
at all sorts of functions, and 
that’s an important part of the 
civic life of our community. 
I enjoyed going to the many 
community events over the 
year - there were several 
hundred of them.

Rogue landlord is fined £9,000 


A WOOLWICH landlord whose 
housing 'improvements' left his six 
tenants without water or electricity 
and nowhere to wash has been 
fined £9,000. 

Rajanikant Mehendra Patel was 
found guilty in his absence of nine 
offences that breached housing 
management regulations, in a 


prosecution brought by the royal 
borough. It concerned a two-storey 
flat above a shop in Woolwich, 
where tenants shared kitchen and 
bathroom facilities. 

Tenants called environmental 
health officers after work initiated by 
Mr Patel left it impossible for them to 
continue living there. Officers found 


a damaged ceiling and wiring in the 
stairwell, which was part of the fire 
escape. There was no working fire 
alarm or washing facilities, and a 
window had been removed forcing 
a tenant to sleep on the landing. 

The council served an emergency 
prohibition order, which meant the 
tenants had to leave because it was 


unsafe. Magistrates at Bexley fined 
him £1 ,000 for each of nine offences 
together with a victim surcharge of 
£1 20, and awarded £890 costs to the 
royal borough. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, the royal 
borough's cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, 
said: "We will take the strongest 
action against those landlords 
who disregard the safety of their 
tenants."

The whole stage moves through 90 
degrees until the actors are left literally 
climbing the walls. 

Director of GDIF, Bradley Hemmings 
told GT: "It's been described as a 'disaster 
movie in the sky^ and it's like our version 
of the film. The Day After Tomorrow. 

"The first sequence is all about 
governments' failure to deal with climate 
change, then as the performance goes 
on, the stage begins to tip, showing the 
impact it's having on the planet." 

As The World Tips is on in the grounds of 
the National Maritime Museum on June 21 
and 22. There's also Word On The Street, a 
series of family-orientated events. 

A High Street Odyssey is a tour of 
Woolwich with a difference. 

Thirty people at a time can don 
headphones for the guided walks around 
SE18. It runs five times a day on June 
28 and 29. Push - sometimes known as 
'Pramalot' - sees a playful walkabout of 
'mums' and their pushchairs in Cutty Sark 
Gardens on June 21 and 22. 

And Splash - 'the visual life of a water 
droplet' - is part of the Victorian-themed 
Greenwich Fair in Greenwich town centre 
on June 22 and 23. 

"It's a fun show - but prepared to get a 
bit wet!" said Bradley. 

More than 100 young people take part 
in One Million, at Royal Arsenal Square in 
Woolwich on June 28 and 29 at 1 0pm. 

"It's a fusion of performance, live video 
and pyrotechnics," the director said.

Now visitors can walk underneath the 
ship and view the elegant lines of her 
hull, revealing the innovative design 
which was the secret to her success - 
enabling her to reach record-breaking 
speeds. 

The historic tea clipper was built in 
1869. Since she reopened a year ago, 
around 350,000 visitors have gone on 
board to admire the restoration work 
and see how the vessel looked in her 
heyday when she smashed records 
carrying cargo from China. She was 
also voted Outstanding New Tourism 
Project 2012 by the British Guild of 


Travel Writers. Cllr Chris Roberts, 
leader of the royal borough, said: 
“The Cutty Sark is an iconic symbol of 
our maritime heritage and I’m proud 
of the role the council has played in 
restoring and conserving the ship 
and the surrounding gardens. 

“Royal Greenwich has many 
hundreds of people who work 
tirelessly to help others and make 
our borough a better place in which 
to live and work. I am delighted that 
so many have accepted the invitation 
to the reception, which recognises 
the high value that is placed on their 
contributions.”

company Sell A Door puts 
on George Orwell’s 1984 
at Greenwich Theatre on June 2, at 
7pm... 6.58 if you want to catch the Two 
Minutes of Hate. 

Orwell’s intention was to keep us 
permanently on our toes in readiness 
for one Big Brother or another (pity 
we let the TV one slip through), and 
Matthew Dunster’s adaptation sticks 
loyally to the book that nailed Stalin in 
1948 and has vexed wannabe totalitarian 
monsters ever since. 

“It’s a dark piece,” Sell A Door’s 
director David Hutchinson told Scene. 
“It’s more a theatrical experience than 
a night of entertainment as such. 
Matthew Dunster doesn’t cut any 
corners and does nothing to brush over 


Orwell’s work. It’s quite violent and it’s 
quite moving. One challenge was that 
1984 deals with a world that we’re not 
familiar with, but Matthew has made it 
very filmic.” 

The dystopian novel was Orwell’s last 
major work, adapted here into a two- 
and-a-half-hour play. 

“Everything happens at such a rapid 
pace that you buy into it very quickly,” 
the 24-year-old director added. “Some 
settings are made for three or four lines 
and then we’re somewhere else - in an 
office or a forest or at the Ministry of 
Truth. 

“We’ve made it minimal with 
everything on wheels and very fluid. 
It’s a fast-paced exploration, but a very 
thorough examination of the novel.” 

Sell A Door is based in Greenwich High 
Road and works with local young people, 
writers and directors. Its Greenwich 


Performs project saw 150 pupils and 
students from 10 local schools given the 
chance to perform on stage. 

“People are beginning to be familiar 
with our work and asking what we’re 
doing next, which is very positive and 
endearing,” said David, who started the 
company in 2007 with a small group 
of artists from the Liverpool Institute 
for Performing Arts, set up by Paul 
McCartney. He’s based in the borough 
close to the theatre that’s been their 
biggest supporter. 

“Now 1984 is on a nationwide tour and 
we’ve worked with scores of theatres,” 
said David, “but we wouldn’t be where 
we are now without Greenwich Theatre.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties. If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.
